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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 5, and 8 to 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pederson et al (5,557,816). Pederson et al shows a pillow construction in Figures 7 to 10 that is 
of particular interest. The pillow comprises rectangular outer ticking panels 40, 42 and a pair of 
internal baffle panels 44, 46 that are peripherally attached to one another. The internal baffle 
panels 44, 46 include at least one securement line of stitching 48, note that the claim does not 
preclude the use of a second securement line 50. This forms a pillow tick that has five separate 
internal compartments that can be selectively filled as desired. As is shown in Figure 10 the 
compartments 68, 70 defined between the securement lines 48, 50 and the edges of the pillow. 
Upper and lower compartments defined between the baffle panels 44, 46 and the upper and lower 
ticking panels 40, 42 can be filled with down or feathers (column 5, line 45). The structure 
shown meets the structural features set forth in the claims, since the "wherein" clause at the end 
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of claim 1 is conditional in nature and does not positively state that the pillow does have a 
shallow area in the center. In any event, it appears that the Pederson pillow could inherently be 
filled in the fashion inferentially claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pederson 
et al (5,557,816). The use of both synthetic fiberfill and foam filling as filler materials are very 
well known in the art, and would the use of either type of material as a filler for the Pederson 
pillow would have been within the ordinary level of skill in the art and therefore obvious to the 
skilled artisan. Note column 6, lines 4 and 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 


Conclusion 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Torbik, Lang, Meyer et al, Thomas, Buchman, and the EPO application to Borzi 
show pillows which are of general interest.
